A fter the capture of tho rioters from 
w hom I i took the captive, th e m ission­ 
ary w as stripped by the retin u e of I i 
aud a collar of iron fastened on his 
neck. 
A short chain was attached and 
he tethered to the stake. 
C hinese m en, 
w om en and children th en poked sharp 
sticks into his flesh and jabbed him w ith 
tidents. 
W hen he sank dow n, w eak 
w ith loss of blood and half crazed by 
aw ful to rtu re he w as unable to get upon 
h is knees even the chain being too 
short, and he strangled slow ly. 
M olten 
load was th en throw u on his nude body 
and as he w rith ed in agony he was 
stabbed. 
Robinson, th e other m issionary, was 
slaughtered w ithout lin g erin g so long in 
agony. 
A num ber of m ission converts 
wen* also slaughtered. 
Some w ere ask­ 
ed to recant, and those w ho did so to 
save th eir lives w ere saddled and bridled 
and forced to craw l to the tem ple of 
idols.

The Chinese situation goes rap­ 
idly worse and 
promises to be a 
fight to a finish, 
and

ghastly finish that may he with 
400,000 heathen arrayed against 
tho civilized world. 


London, July 1ft.—While evidence ac­ 
cumulates daily that China lins long 
been preparing a formidable military or­ 
ganization in unf icqwuiou of the present 
conflict and that the area of rebellion is 
continually extending, harmony among 
the allies, which is necessary to meet 
such a grave situation, is still deplora­ 
bly lacking. The Russians have refused 
Admiral Seymour’s request to hand over 
the restored Taku-Tien Tsiu railway to 
the English company aud it is rumored 
that Germany purposes taking a .serious 
independent step, namely, to patrol the 
Yang Tse Kiang with German men-of- 
war and that France is barking both in 
their schemes. 
From two sources quite distinct the 
correspondent of the Associated Press 
at Berlin ascertained that Count Von 
Buelow has fully succeeded in allaying 
the suspicions of Russia aroused by Em­ 
peror William’s recent speeches and by 
other facts, and that an entente regard­ 
ing further operations in China has 
been roached by Russia, Germany aud 
France. 
The foreign secretary convinced Rus­ 
sia that Germany would in no wise in­ 
terfere with her plans in Manchuria and 
northern China, as well us Korea, aud

Georgetown, Ivy., July IO. —W. ti. 
Cultoii, who is himself under indictm ent 
as an accessory and supposed to t*e tho 
shir witness of tho 
prosecution, was 
called to the witness stand Wednesday 
in the Powers murder conspiracy casa. 
The court instructed tho witness thai 
he m ight or m ight not testify a* ho 
m ight desire and if ho did so ho was not 
required to tell anything th at would 
tend to elim inate himself, hut could re­ 
fuse to answer such questions. 
He said 
he was testifying of his owu free will. 
Colonel Campbell conducted the direct 
examination. 
Colton said he knew xii tho persons 
indicted as accessories to the Goebel 
murder. 
Win!‘ss said ho attended a 
conference at Frankfort in January at 
which Powers and others wert) present 
and the m atter of bringing men to tho 
state capitol was being discussed. 
Damp Howard, Frauk Cecil and other 
mountain men were there aud wore 
asked by Powers how many men they 
could bring from H arlan, Bell and other 
counties up there. 
They promised to 
bring crowd*! ranging from 50 to 200 
men from each of the counties repre­ 
sented in tho meeting. 
Those in the 
meeting were to take charge of the men 
in their respective coonties and bring 
them to Frankfort armed. 
Powers said th a t when the men ar­ 
rived in Frankfort they would give the 
Democratic legislators 30 niinntos in 
which to settle the contests, "aud if 
they did not settle in th at tim e they 
would kill every d—n one of them .” 
Culton continued: 
"The mountain mon arrived in F rank­ 
fort Jan. 25. 
They numbered 1000 to 
1200. 
Those who carriod guns had 
them stacked in the office of the com­ 
missioner of agriculture, and each man 
was given a tag corresponding w ith a 
number on his gun. 
Captain Butler, 
afterw ards connected w ith the W illiam s­ 
burg military company, had charge of 
this part. 
At the meeting held in the 
statehouse yard tho bigger portiou of 
the crowd was sent home.” 
Colton said H enry Youtsey came to 
him aud told him he had found a way 
Goebel could be killed and no one find 
out who did it. 
Youtsey said it could 
be done from the secretary of state’s of­ 
fice and showed some steel bullets. W it­ 
ness told Youtsey such a thing should 
not be done. 
Ex-Governor Bradley told 
the w itn ess he had heard th at Goebe 
was to be killed aud said it m ust not be 
done.
